HOW A POOR OLD WITCH WAS, 
SLAUGHTERED. 


Four Men Indicted by the United 
States Grand Jury—An Old-style 
Complaint—Queer Reading —The 
‘Singular Document in Full. 


The facts regarding the murder of Juan’ 
Babtista, an Indian, who, having lost his 
power as a grest medicine man and was 
hurried off by certain of his tribe to the 
happy hunting grounds, in order that he 

. might not-pe able to work evil in his _offli- 
cial capacity upon membérs of his tribe, are 
partly known to the readers of Tue TIMES. 

It is rather a novel idea that when a doctor 

makes a failure in curing a patient, he 

should be made to yield up his life. 

Unfortunately for the originators of this 
new theory; the law has failed to recoghize 
it as a legitimate proceeding, and the 
United States Grand Jury have returned a 
true bill against the four Indians who mur- 
dered the old “Injun medicine” man. 

The wording of the indictment is 
couched in the Tanduage of the old law af- 
fecting such matters, and is rather curious 
reading. It has been so carefully drawn 
that itis expected that, although the mur- 
der was committed some two years ago, the 
Indians accused of the crime will be con- 
victed of the offense and will have to sufer 
the extreme penaity of the law. ‘The fol- 
lowing is a reproduction of the interesting 
document:

‘The headlights of the big 
roads were happy and .each one seemed to 
think that business is better, in many re- 
spects, now than ever before. 
All of the Southern Pacific freight trains 
were late yesterday. 

Assistant Superintendent Muir of the 
Southern Pacific, who has been north on 
business, is back at his post. . 
J. A. Fillmore of the Southern Pacific 
arrived in his special car from the north 
yesterday. He brought his family with 
Last evening an excursion left over the 
Southern Pacific for the East.

CANADIAN PACIFIC. 
The following clippings are from the 
Chronicle of the 1st inst. : 


Before the Canadian Pacific entered the 
Transcontinental Association it did an as- 
tonishingly large freight business eastward 
from this territory, but now it is handi- 
capped by the terms of the agreement with 
the American lines, and is doing only a 
small percentage of the business, It is there- 
fore very much dissatisfied with the arrange- 
ment, and is likely to make trouble unless 
there be achange. At the coming meetin 

of the Transcontinental Association, which 
will be held inthis city, the ciaims of the 
Canadian Pacific for better terms will be 
pushed with great earnestness. For one 
thing, the managers will ask the American 
members of the association to grant them 
lower differential rates. The differentials 
now in use are considered too high. They are 
so near the standard fixed for the American 
lines that shippers find little or no advan- 
tage in ae their freight over the for- 
eign route, while formerly there was such a 
wide difference in favorof the Canadian 
line.that the latter found no difficulty in se- 
curing large quantities of. freight. The 
rates on wool by the American lines, for in- 
stance, are $1.50a hundred ona 10-cent-a- 
pound valuation, $1.750n a 12-cent valua- 
tion, and $2.50 for scoured wool, while the 
Canadian Pacific is permitted to make dif- 
ferential rates of $1.40, 31.63 and $2.30 on 
the respective grades. lt has been handling 
but little wool, and the managers think that 
the reason liesin the need ofa lower dif- 
ferential rate. The traffic agents of the 
American lines say that the Canadian Pa- 
cific is notlikely to get any better terms 
from the Transcontinental Association than 
those now enjoyed. They say that the 
present differentials were granted under

Itis rumored that the Southern Pacific 
Company will extend its new San Joaquin 
Valley line through the cafion of the Kern 
River and Walker’s pass, in order to 
strengthen its position against new corners 
in the railroad field. 

W. F. White, general traffic manager of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, has 
notified H. B. ilkins, general passenger 
and freight agent of the California South- 
ern, that eight new locomotives are on the 
way for his line, and will be ready for use 
this week. With those previously arranged 
for, the California Southern will have 15 
new locomotives, two of which are of the 
Mogul pattern, the heaviest type of passen- 
ger engine made. The passenger business 
of the California Southern road has been so 
heavy of late that this addition to its mo- 
tive power was an urgent necessity. 
Manager McCool of the California Cen- 
tral says that part of the grading and track- 
laying forceon the Los Angeles and San 
Diego line of that company will be removed 
at once to begin operations on the San 
Joaquin branch, as the charter of the line 
calis for the beginning of work by May Ist. 


THE FIRE. 


A $70,000 Blaze—A Man Burned 

to Death. 
The Los Angeles Cracker Factory and 
Steam Bakery, at the junction of Aliso 
street and Aliso 1oad, was completely de- 
stroyed by fire last night. Shortly before 
12 o’clock a light was seen in that direction, 
and ita few minutes an alarm was sent in 
in from box 64, at the corner of Aliso and 
Alameda streets. The fire made rapid head- 
way, and by the time the engines arrived at 
the scene the whole rear part of the build- 
ing, which was but little more than a frame 
shed, wasin flames, and the building was 
doomed. A- two-story frame cottage in 
the rear of the factory also caught 
fire before the engines could be ‘got 
to work. There was some little delay, 


fire made such progress that it was impossi- 
ble to save the building, or even to confine 
it to the frame portion where it broke out, 
ana it made its way tothe front or main build- 
ing, which is a three-story. brick, and in 
less than half an hour from the time when 
the alarm was turned in, the entire structure 
was a mass of flame. The fire department, 
however, did 
hampered by lack of water; and in about an 
hour had the fire under control, having con- 
fined it to the cracker see mpent and the frame 
cottage in the rear, which will prove almost 
a total loss, the brick walls being leit stand- 
ing, but the interior being completely burned 
out. 


THE FACTORY 
had been recently purchased by Winter & 
Weber, and had been greatly enlarged and 
improved. Mr. Weber, one of the pro- 
Cage said that they had just put in over 

15,000 worth of new machinery, which had 
been manufactured at Dayton, O., 8 
for them, ‘They had also expended about 
$3000 in alterations and improvements, and 
had on hand a large stock of flour and other 
articles used in their business, all of which 
were destroyed, not so much as a barrel of 
flour being saved. Mr. Weber said he 
had no idea as to how .the fire 
originated, as the engine of the factory 
Was not run at night, and there was ro fire 
about the engine-room at 10 o’cidck when 
he visited it before going to bed, as was his 
usual custom. Mr. Weber occupied the cot- 
tage in the rear of the factory, and said 
that his furniture and household effects will 
a almost a total loss,-as those not 

urned were either broken in removal or 
ruined by- water. He estimates his total 
loss at between 260,000 and $70,000, on

Presidential Probabilities. 


A glance over the Republican field at 
present shows much enthusiasm and 
confidence on every side.

party complications which may now 
happily be avoided.

His strength,which 
has never partaken of the character of 
acrazy boom, has been quietly growing 
for several months, and will continue 
to grow until the time of the con- 
vention. While there are men who 
can excite more enthusiasm within a 
limited section, there is no aspirant for 
the Presidential nomination who pos- 
sesses so much strength as John Sher- 
man throughout the whole country 
among the thinking classes, who do not 
‘carry their hearts upon their sleeves”’ 
or shout their political opinions at the 
street corners... He possesses in the 
highest degree that very important 
quality in a Presidential candidate— 
‘‘availability.”” His strength may be 
judged of from the significant fact 
that the Democrats direct the main 
force of their batteries upon him. 
From a betting point of view, Sher- 
man’s chances may be regarded as 
fully equal to those of ‘‘the field.” 

Next in point of probability we would 
place Gresham. It is said that his 
movements are not regarded seriopsly 
among the politicians at Washington, 
and we know that he was not 
‘slate’ of his own State. 
But let that pass. His name is written 
very extensively on the little mental 
slateevery American voter carries. This 
is going to be a mighty poor year for 
professional politicians and their pro- 
tégés,and consequently a very good 
Sine for popular “alternates” and dark 
horses. 

Among the others, Allison is not 
making any canvass; Harrison is a 
favorite among the politicfans, while 
Bob Lincoln is not; Depew is too 
closely associated with the big railroad 
interests; Alger is bright, active and 
popular, but is probably a little too far 
West for 1888. 

There is one fact upon which Repub- 
licans may congratulate. themselves. 
This is that, no matter which of these 
aspirants may be chosen, the affairs of 
the country will be in far better hands 
than they are at present. 


The Railroads and the Government. 


Public opinion throughout’ the 
country seems to be tending toward 
the belief that not only railroad cor- 
porations, but all men in their employ, 
hold relations to the public which con- 
stitute them in a measure public ser- 
vants; and require that they shall be 
put under such restrictions as shall 
protect the public interests and safety.

It absolutely prohibits, after 90 days from 

its passage, the entry of Chinese laborers,

‘they may have been born, excepting only 
i suchas were at the date of the treaty, 
lor shall 90 days from. the passage 

of the act, in the Urited States, who may 
leave the country, having a right to return 
| in pursuance of the terms of the treaty, and 
such other Chinese laborers as may enter 
the country for transit across the United 
. States. The last-mentioned class are per- 
! mitted to enter only at the ports ot San 
| Diego San Francisco, Portland, Or., Bos- 
ton. New York and New Orleans. It is 
made a misdemeanor, punishable by fine 
and imprisonment, for the master of a ves- 
sel to bring in any Chinese laborer not 
fully entitled to entry.. The Secretary of 
the Treasury is empowered to make such 
rts of Cl as he may see fit to secure the 


rights ot Chinese named in articles 2 and 3 
of the treaty, and-to protect the United 
States against the coming and transit of 
persons not entitled to the benefit 
of said articles. He is authorized to 
prescribe the form of certificate.to be is- 
sued and to require the deposit ofa photo- 

raph of the person to whom the certificate 
fs leeued: False personation of the indi- 
vidual named in tke certificate is made 

unishable by not more than $1000 fine or 
five years imprisonment, Chinese persons 
found unlawtully in the United States may 
be arrested, and upon conviction may be re- 
turned where they came from, the expense 
of the proceedings being charged against 
the parties who brought themin. Diplo- 
matic and other officers of the Chinese 
Government are exempted from the opera- 
tion of the act. State courts are prohibited 
from admitting Chinese to citizenship. )

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SUNK BY SPIRITS. 


Queer Story About the Queen 
of the Pacific. 


A San Franciseo Medium Said to Have 
the Disaster. 


The Vessel Floated, and Soon to Re- 


‘ sume Her Trips.

San Francisco, May 3.—[Special.] A 
queer story is going the rounds to the effect 
that the loss of the steamer Queen 
of the Pacfiic was predicted by one 


. John Slater, a spiritualistic medium, a few 


weeks ago, and it is hinted that there is 
more behind the mysterious sinking of the 
vessel than has yet been made known. The 
City of Puebla, on her arrival yesterday 
from San Diego and way ports, brought 
among her passengers the purser and 
freight clerk of the Queen and as many of 
the crew as were not needed, and from 
them the particulars of the accident to the 
Queen were learned. They agree with the 
previous accounts, and add that an exam- 
ination showed that a dead light in the 
after part 6fthe vessel had been left open, 
and it was through this that the water 


rushed im and filled up the space 


between decks, where the freight 
was stored, and the cabin deck. This 
space was supposed to be water-tight, 
and was so but for the open light, and the 
water consequently was not noticed until it 
began to ooze up over the cabin deck. The 
deadlights are port holes below the 
steamer’s guard and are covered by heavy 
round plates of glass surmounted by brass 
rims. When the vessel is in port these 
glass covers are raised by means of a hinge 
so as to admit the free passage of air into 
the compartment. It is the duty of the 
vessel’s secoud officer to see these lights 
closed before the cargois put on board. 
They are shut down and fastened by means 
ofa screw. Should one of them be shut 
down and not screwed an accident like the 
present one might easily occur. 

Gov. Perkins says the second mate is 
positive that all the deadlights were closed 
before the steamer left port, and if this 
were the case the light must have been 
opened by some one who had designs 
against the vessel or company. 

“TI noticed,” said he, “the prediction of 
John Slater, which said that the steamer 
would perish by fire at sea, and was some- 
what annoyed atit. At first we thought of 
having the man arrested, butas there was 


_no decline in freight or passengers, we 


came to the eonclusion, that the company 
would bring upon itself the ridicule of the 
community if we took any stockin the 
man’s wild ramblings. It has been sug- 
gested that the act of leaving the deadlight 
open might have been the work of agents of 
spiritualism, to prove the words of its 
prophet true, but how much truthisin the 
statement, it is, of course, impossible to 
tell. 

A number of persons, among them sev- 
eral spiritualists, remember Slater’s pre- 
diction, and in certain instances it had the 
effect of deterring would-be passéngers 
froin leaving on the Queen, while in other 
cases the parties went against the persua- 
sions of their friends totake the steamer 
following. It is said that Slater also pre- 
dicted the Julia disaster two weeks before 
the explosion, and the man for whose ben-

TAE MErHODISTS. 


A Sharp Discussion About Women’s 
Part in the Church. | 

New York, May 3.—[By the Associated - 
Press.] Bishop Andrews presided at the 
morning session of the Methodist Confer- 
ence. The order of the day was the discus- 
sion of the report of the committee upon 
the eligibility of women as lay members. 
A motion that those whose seats are con- 
tested be given seats on the floor during de- 
bate was defeated after considerabie dis- 
cussion. 


As avote was being taken, Mary C. Nind, 
president of the Woman’s Foreign Mission- 
ary Society, stood up to vote. Objection 
was made and her vote was not counted, 
Dr. Potts, editor of the Michigan Advocate, 
opened the debate. 

Dr. Potts advocated the admission of 
women as delegates. He asserted that the 
report did not interpret aright the law of 
the church. He wanted to plead for right 
over might. “There is nothing in the 
statutes, properly interpreted,” he contin- 
ued, “that would restrict women from ex- 
ercising the same rights as men. More 
than two-thirds of the members of the 
church are women. Have they no rights? 
Are they not to have something to say in 
the government of the church which they 
aid most in supporting? Without women 
half the churches would cease to exist. The 
Methodist Church is too progressive and 
democratic to entertain the ancient brutal- 
ity displayed toward women and advocate 
their subjection. Women cannot be left 
out without harm to the church.” 

Rev. William Brush of Dakota made a 
long and earnest plea in favor of the admis- 
sion of women. 

Rev. Theodore F. Flood, editor of the 
Chautauquan, was the third to speak in 
favor of admitting women. He argued that 
as women are admitted to the learned pro- 
fessions, the confereuce had a right to ad- 
init them, 

Rey. Dr. J. H. Buckley, editor of the 
Christian Advocate, who is one of the 
Strongest opponents of the admission of 
women, was the next speaker. 

He said: “The question does not turn 
upon the rights of women, but upon princi- 

es. I have aciaim to some knowledge of 

ethodist history, and I don’t know of any- 
thing that tells us that wemen should be 
admitted.’’ 

Dr. ye referred to the Episcopalians, 
Baptists and Presbyterians, who did not 
admit women into their conferences, and 
claimed that there was not a denomination 
in the world that would admit women. He 
did not consider that woman was 
in her place in such an assembly. There is 
nothing in the constitution of the church 
that gives them the right to seats. He 
claimed that for every woman put in the 
legislativé body a man was put out, to no 
advantage to that body. He closed with an 
impassioned plea in Support of the commit- 
tee's 

Rev. J. A. B. Wilson of Wilmington, Del., 
an advocate of the admission of women, 
read a song Coney in support of their rights. 
Rev. Dr. Wheeler of Erie took a de- 
cided stand against their admission. 

Rev. Dr. Luke C. Queal of Ceagtral New 
York said that if women are to come in 
they must do so by the consent of the an- 
nual conference, 

Rev. Dr. J. W. Hamilton of Boston, who 
refused to sign the committee’s report 
against the admission of women, said that 
the world was prejudiced against new 
things. Those who opposed the admission 
of women did so from prejudice. Womeu 
had a right to votein the church, and were 
therefore entitled to seats in the conference. 

A recess was then taken, and further dis- 
cussion of the subject went over till to- 
morrow. 

The afternoon was spentin the appoint- 
ment of standing committees and their or- 
ganization. 


Killed by Kit Carson's Son. 

Fr. GARLAND (Colo.), May 3—Billy 
Carson, son of Kit Carson, the famous 
scout, shot and killed ‘Thomas J. Tobins in 
afight here yesterday.

The Annexation Question—The. Steit 

| Beer Case—A Dead Horse Eats 
No Barley—To Hitch or Not to 
Hitch—Flower Festival, Etc. 


PASADENA; May 8.—{Specially Re- 
ported for Tue Tres.] The petition 
brouglit before the City Trustees yes- 
terday to annex to Pasadena the terri- 
tory north and west of the present 
limits, was referred to Trustees Web- 
ster and Townsend, who will meet to- 
morrow afternoon at 3:30 o'clock to 
consider the matter. Protests were 
presented from Mr. Giddings and other 
residents of the northwestern part of 
this section, and also a protest trom 
citizens in Lamanda Park and vicinity 
against having that territory voted 


into theNwnunicipality. President Par- 
ker rule owever, that the board 


could not “properly take cognizance 
of protests. The law is -manda- 
tory upon the point of calling 


elections for adding new ~ territory 
to a city, the provision being 
that ‘‘the Scancil, Board of Trustees, 
or other legislative body..of such cor- 
poration, shall, upon receiving a peti- 
tion therefor, signed by not less than 
one-fifth of the qualified electors 
thereot, as shown by the vote cast at 
the last municipal election held therein, 
submit to the electors of such corpora- 
tion, and to the electors residing in the 
territory proposed by such petition to 
be annexed to such corporation, the 
question whether such territory shall 
be annexed to such corporation, and 
become a part thereof.” It would 
therefore appear that if one-fifth of the 
electors of the present city of Pasadena 
have petitioned for an election to add 
the northern district to the city (as bas 
been done), the Trustees must call the 
election regardless of protests. As to 
the action of the people upon such ques- 
tion, it is to be noted that the law re- 
quires that the electors in both the ter- 
ritory proposed to be annexed and in 
the present.city vote upon it, that the 
votes in each place be separately can- 
vassed, and that a majority in each is 
required to carry the election in favor 
of annexation. Regarding the indebt- 
edness of a city the law is as follows: 

“No property within such territory 
go annexed shalj ever be taxed to pay 
any portion of any indebtedness of 
_ such corporation contracted prior to or, 
existing at the date of such annexa 
tion.” 

At the Council meeting yesterday 
Jobn J. Ferguson proposed to act as 
city. scavenger at so much a load 
hauled if the exclusive privilege of do- 
ing such work shall be given to bim. 
The board thought that it had no right 
to confer any such privilege, but the 
matter was referred to the Sewer Com- 
mittee. 

Sam Yung, a vegetable vender from 
Los Angeles, whose white team has 
been familiar in our streets for a long 
time, trusted once too often to the 
quiet disposition of his animals, for 
this morning they got aWay from him 
and went down Fair Oaks avenue 
at a rattling gait, with Sam 
a good second on _ foot. Just 
as he reached the tail-board of the 
wagon the team collided with an elec- 
tric light pole, and one of the horses 
dropped with a broken hind leg. Shoot- 
ing was the only cure for the hurt, 
and Sam gsubmitted to his ill-fortune 
with good grace, as Thomas F. Flynn 
stepped over and procured his rifle and 
ended the poor beast’s misery. 

The Union. was ahead of time in 
stating last night that Peter Steil had 
been arrested for selling beer in his 
restaurant. It is generally known that’ 
complaints upon which to found such 
an arrest are being prepared by City 
Attorney Polley, and that he has noti- 
fied several parties that their services 
as witnesses will be required. In an- 
ticipation of an arrest Steil has en- 
gaged counsel, and prepares to fight 
the case, presumably, on the ground 
that the anti-saloon ordinance does not 
or may not prohibit restaurants from 


serving liquors with meals. He 
has been serving _ beer 
openly for some time, and it 


is well known that the’practice was also 

maintained at the Cariton restaurant. 

It is probable that other restaurants 

have set out beer also when a custom- 

er’s thirst could not be assuaged by 
other means. The first section of or- 
dinance No. 45, which is the law under 

_—— the saloons were closed, is as fol- 

OWS: - 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Pasadena do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It shall be and is hereby 

made unlawful for any person or per- 

sons, either as owner, principal, agent, 
servant or employé, to establish, open, 
keep, maintain or carry on, or assist in 

carrying On, within the corporate lim- 

its of the city of Pasadena, any tip- 

pliag-house, dramshop, cellar, saloon, 

@. barroom, sample-room, or other 
place, where spiritous, 
malt or  mixe liquors, are 
sold or given away; or any gambling- 

room or other place of indecent or im- 

moral character; or any slaughter- 

house, powder-house, or other place 
dangerous to the public heal or 
safety of the inhabitants of said city, 
provided, that the provisions of this or- 
dinance shall not apply to the sale of 

liquors tor medicinal purposes by a 

regularly licensed druggist, upon the 

prescription of a physician entitled to 
practice medicine under the laws of 
the State of California; nor shall such 
 yesptnagy aan apply to the sale of such 
iquors for chemical or mechanical pur- 
poses. 

It may be noted in connection with 
this subject that when the ordinance 
was being prepared Williams & Me- 


Kinley, as counsel, made the following |} 


‘suggestion to the committee having the 
matter in charge: rtd 
“Do not put.in a clause permitting 
hotels or restaurants to furnish liquors 
at table. That Would leave the way so 
open and easy for evasion that it woula 
be almost impossible to carry a case to 
conviction in the courts, on account of 
endless technical questions that could 
be raised. It would thus defeat the 
whole object and intent of the law.”’ 
There is some uncertainty as to 
whether the hitching ordinance stands 
suspended or not. The action of the 
Trustees on the subject was negative? 
but its effect 1s undoubtedly to make 


inoperative for a time that much- 


abused law. It was simply decided 
to instruct the- officers to refrain 
from enforcing the ordinance for 
the present, in order that the horses 
may be put upon their good behavior, 
If they should prove to be orderly and 
well disposed, and if the opponents of 
the ordinance should present a mighty 
petition for its formal maya the Coun- 
cil would undoubtedly take such action.

Members. 

A meeting of the Board of Trade was 
held last evening in the boardroom, a lim- 
ited number of members being present. In 
the abserice of President Germain, S. Bb. 
Lewis presided. 

The meeting was summoned to consider 
the report of the committee appointed to 
revise section 1 of the bylaws relating to 
the election of officers, .The unrevised ar- 
ticle was as follows: 

OFFICERS. 

‘Section 1. The officers of this board shall 
consist of six directors, who must be elected 
annually by the members of said board at 
the annual meeting thereof, on the second 


Monday of Aprilin each year, and shall hold | ¢, 


oflice for one year and until their successors 
are elected and qualified, Said directors 
shall each receive a majority of ail the votes 
cast in order to be elected. Within one 
week from the date of their election the 
directors must organize by electing from 
among their number a president, vice-presi- 
dent and treasurer, and also a secretary and 
attorney of the board,who need not be mem- 
bers of the board of directors, but must be 
members of the Board of Trade. 

Secretary Ward having read the commit- 
tee’s report it was,on the motion of Mr. 
Broderick, seconded by Mr. Millar, adopted 
in its entirety, subject to the trifling 
amendment that where OY a clerical error 
the words “the Board of Trade’ had been 
inserted, they should be altered so as to 
read “Board of Directors.” 

The report as adopted by the board is as 


follows: 
Los ANGELES, April 11, 1888, 

To T. H. Ward. Esq., Secretary of the 
Los Angeles Board of Trade: Take notice 
that we, the undersigned, will propose the 
following amendments to section | of ar- 
ticle ILl of the bylaws of this board, to wit: 

Strike out the first two clauses of said 
section, and insert in lieu thereof the matter 
following: 

Section 1. - The officers of this Board of 
Trade shall consist of six directors, who 
must be elected annually by the members 
and shall hold office for one year and until 
their successors are elected and qualified. 
Said directors shall be elected in the fol- 
lowing manner: In addition to the pub- 
lished notice required by the statute, a 
written or printed notice of such election 
shall first be given by the secretary, ad- 
dressed to each member of the board. he 
notice shall set out the manner of holding 
the election, the purpose for which it is 
held, and the time for opening and clos- 


ing the ballot-box. No member not 
in good standing, or who shall be 
more than six months in arrears 


for dues, shall be eligible to vote at any an- 
nual election, or hold office if the Board of 
Trade; and this fact shail also-be stated in 
said notices of election. The secretary 
Shall make a full list of all members en- 
titled to vote, and as each member casts his 
ballot the secretary shall write opposite his 
name the word “Vo ’and whether in 
person or by proxy. z 

The voting must be by ballot and the 
ballot-box locked and sealed, and, under the 
charge of the secretary or other person ap- 
pointed by the board of directors for that 
purpose, shall be-accessible to all mem- 
bers, at«the board’s rooms, between the 
hours of 9 o’clock a.m. and 9 o’clock p.m. of 
the second Monday in April. The voters 
maj write or print upon their ballots the 
words “For Directors,” and the names of 
not exceeding six persons, who shall be 
members of the board; and any ballot hav- 
ing more than six names thereon shall be 
void. At 9 o’clock p.m. of the day of the 
election the voting shall cease, and immedi- 
ately thereafter the directors then holding 
office, who are hereby constituted an elec- 
tion board for the purpose, shall meet, open 
the ballot-box, and count the ballots. 
The six persons who shall be found 
to have received the highest number 
of votes shall the_ directors 
for the ensuing year, and their election shall 
be then and there declared to the board by 
the presiding officer thereof. In case it 
shall be found that two or more persons 
have received an equal number of votes 
the tie shall_be decided by the board o 
directors at the same meeting, by ballot 
The first election under this amendment 
shall be held on the 9th of May, 1888, and 
thereafter the annual elections shall be held 
on the second Monday in April of each 
year, being the same day upon which the 
annual meeting is held.
